Lord George Gordon prefetited a -petition from the Town and 
Dock-yard of Piyniduth, againft the bill in favour of Roman Caths- 
lics. He faid, that holding himfelf, in politenefs, bound to offer the 
petition to the noble Lord and Honourable Admiral (Lewitham, and 
Sir C. Hardy) who reprefent that tovin, <3 1 who confequently might 
prefent it with a better grace than he could, being almoft a ftranger to 
Plymouth, he had waited upon them, and requelted they‘wodld intro- 
duce the petition to the Houfe; but as they thought proper to decline 
it, he was obliged to undertake the office himfeif. His Lordship ob- 
ferved, that if Sir Walter Raleigh had lived down to the prefent days, 
he would not have refufed to have taken an active part againft Popery. 
He then read fomie op wr of Admiral Blake, and drew ‘a contraft 
between him and Sir C. Hardy by no means figttering to the latter. 

Sir Charles Hardy declimed making any obfervations on what rela- 
ted perfonally to him in his’ Lordfiip’s Speech ; but faid, if he had re- 
fufed to preferit a petition fram his conftituents, it. was becaufe he was 
totally unacquainted with the“eontents; he did not know by whom it 
had been fighed ; atid he did not hold it to be his duty to prefent any 
petition, unlefs he thould be previoufly accruainted with the caritents. 

The petit?on was admitted without day oppofition. 

General Conway now rofe to introduce his motion fora bill to ef- 
feét a reconciliation between Great Britain and Anterica, Peace, he 
faid, was at prefent a defirable object to every man; nor. Was it lefs 
neceffary than defirable. He did riot mean to touch upon the meafures 
that firft brought on war with America: he intended to throw a veil 
over the dark proceedings. The refolutions taken on that fatal night, 
when, like black confpirators, the Commons had invaded the richts of 
the Americans, and declared them. in rebellidn---on that ill-fated 
night, the foundation of his, country’s ruin had been laid: and the 
Lords, concurring in the ill-omen'd refolution, had arraigned and con- 
demned, unheard, Taree, mitions Of theif fellow-fubjeéts. The 
wifdom of the country, at that hour, was afleep; While the religion 
of the country fanétified an aét that it ought to have anathematifed. 
The Bithops abetted the deed; and however they, might be deemed 
neceflary or ufeful to the kingdom, as Minifters of the Gofpel, yet, as 
politicians, they had then proved thenifelves a rotten pirt of the Con- 
{titution. ‘The people of America, he was convinced, had never 
thought of independence, in the beginning of the conteft; they were 
driven to it by our haughty treatment and arbitrary meafures. His 
affertion was grounded on their petitions, and particularly on that 
which was ‘prefented to his Majetty in September 1774. ‘There they- 
had, indeed, infifted on the exclufive right of taxing themfelves; but 
that point fettled, they left the redrefs of their grievances totally and 
unconditionally to the magnanimity of his Majefty, and the wifdom 
of his Parliament. ‘That there might bave been fome few madmen in 
the country, as there were here fome Jacobites and repmblicaris, he 
would not difpute; but he would contend, that the bulk of the people 
had never conceived the idea of independence till our meafures had 
pointed out the neceflity of adopting it. ; 

The war with America, he admitted, had been popular in its be 
ginning; but’ the, delufien foon vanifhed, and the people faw all tlie 
danger and folly of their fituation. He was not a little vain fthat he 
had_ fee both in the very outfet; and he rejoiced that he had never 
given the leaft countemance to the war, as long as it*was carried on 
folely againft America. The alliance betweert that country and France 
had, indeed, canfed.a-revolution in his mind; and, after having re- 
mained an Amevican as long as his confeience and duty. had directed 
him, he had been obliged to thew himéelf a Briton, as foon as France 
had become our enemy. 

Oar fituation, at prefént, was wretched beyond comparifon, When 
he looked for allies, he could find none : Not a power upon earth was 
found that would aét as our friend: Nay the Dutch, the olJeft of our 
friends, had taken their leave, and bid us a lat adieu. . We were con- 
tending with the two greateft powers in Europe, with America, and 
abandoned to our fate by the reft of the wold, By the moft petty 
States we were infulted: Lubec, Dantzick, Hambuegh, Embden, diire- 
garded us, and treated our ehemies with refpeé. Who then mutt not 
fee the neceflity of peace ? However, neceflary.as peace was, he did not 
with to purchafe it by dithonourable means, 

“He had declared agaitit the unconditional fabmiffion of America : 
He would be equally:an enemy to the unconditional fubmiffion of Great 
Britain to her colonies. He would not throw independence to them, 
whether they would or no ; but he withed to forma bafis; upon which 
a lafting and honourable recanciliation might besrailed.; He didnot 
entertain very fanguine hopes of Ametjca’s geturn; butitill there was 
a faiut, a dawading ray, that forbid: him to defpair. "On" a fotmer oc- 
cafion, conciliatory meafures had been held out to the Americans, and 
they had rejected them with fcorm. ‘They wére jult then elated by 
their treaty with France, by which their independence had been recog- 
nized; and, as.they imagined, by the pdwerful affittance of that-coun- 
try fecured :. Btt, at prefent, circumttances were greatly altered. ‘They 
‘vainly fattered themfelves, that Britain muft fall under the united 
powers of France and America; they now fee that the is able to ¢on- 
tend with them, though their alliance is ftrengthened by the acceflion 
of Spain to their party. The fanguine hopes of America were difap- 
pointed ; the did not meet with that comfort’ the expected from her al- 
ly, and the oppofite genius of.the French and Americans had more 
than once difplayed itfclf, by quarrels of a ferious nature. The difcon- 
tent with France was now glaring, and advantage thould be taken of it. 
To thew that he was not vifionary in his notions refpecting the oppo- 
fite genius of the French and Americans, he read, and praifed very 
much, an extraét from a French letter, written by Mr Pontas, who 
had been fent to America, by the late Count St Germain, to found the 
real difpofitions of the Americans. That gentleman informed the Mi- 
nifter of France, that, in a cofftehoufe in Paris he found, more enthu- 
fiafm againft England than in America; and that, much asthe people 
there hated the English, they hated the’ Frefch ftill more, to 
whom they feemed to have a natural and anconquerable averfion. 
While he painted the dittrefles of England, he was far from meaning 
that America was ina flourithing condition: “If we had our bed of 
thorns, America certainly had not a bed of rofes. She laboured under 
innumerable difficulties, and had not half the refources that were {till 
to be found in England. Her paper currency was fink in an aftonith- 
ing degree ; fo much indeed, that the value of owe (i/ver doliar was ad- 
mitted among the Americans to be equal to that of rorry paper dol- 
lars. And to complete their diftrefs, he underftood that_the Congrefs 
would be obliged to raife, if poffible, no lefS a fum than FIFTEEN MIL- 
Lions of dollars every month, for the tervice of the prefent year. So 
that confidering all cireamfances, Parliament ought not to"be deterred 
from making the Americads,another offcr, merely becaufe a former 
one had been rejefed. America was then puffed up with the alliance 
of France. The cafe was very different now; there was reafon there- 
‘fore to expeét more moderation in the coancils of the Americans. He 
-did-not fay but a fuccefsful action, and the confequent diflevering of an- 
other province from the Congress, might sender that aflemhly more 
tra¢table than it had heen on a forme occafion. But, at all events, 
fomething ought certainly to. be dene, to convinge the Americans that 
we withed fdr peace, and that we: were fincere in our withes,; He 
thought that whether they thould rejrét terms now or hot, yet it would 
be proper'to hold them out, ‘that the people in America might Know, 
at all times, upon what terms:théy-could reclaim thofe-diberties of 
. which they had been robbed by our a‘ts of Parliament. rave!

An Account of the CEREMONY obferved in invefting Sir Hec- 
Tor Mewro with the Enfigns of the Moft Honourable and Military 
Order of the BATH, at the Durbar near Madras, the 13th of Octo- 
ber 1779. 

ARLY in the morning, all the officers of his Majefty’s thips of war 

‘that could be {pared from duty, with numbers of the gentlemen 

of the fettlement, both civil and military, affembled at Major-Ge- 

neral Sir Hector Munro’s houfe, in Fort St George. About half patt fe- 

ven_o’clock, four Khans of the Prefence waited on him, to compliment 
him in his Highnefs’s name, and to conduét him to the Durbar. 

The Governor, the Gentlemen of the Council, and Brigadier Gene- 
ral Stewart, went early.in the morning to Chepauk, to attend on his 
Highnefs the Nabob, and wait with him Sin Heétor’s arrival ; as would 
alfo.Admical Sir Edward Vernon, but was prevented by indifpofition. 

At eight o'clock, the proceffion began in the following manner : 

His Highnefs’s Secretary in a Palanqueen, with his Majefty’s Order 

* and the Enfigns of the Order of the Bath in a rich gold brocaded bag laid 
on a crintfon"filk cufhion > Sir Hector Munro, the officers of his Maje- 
fty’s navy, and the gentlememof the fettlement both civil and military ; 

’ in panlaqueens and other carriages. Beyond the gates of the fort, the 
proceflion was.joined by feveral of the Nabob’s {tate elephants richly 
clothed and dretled, fome with houdars and flags, others with kettle- 
drums, befidesa number of filver colours carried by perfons belonging 
tothe Durbar. A detachment of his Highness’s cavalry, and another 
of his infantry, attended to affift as a guard, and to lead the way. ‘The 
whole was attended with mufic, according tothe cuftom of the country. 

‘The road from the Governor's garden-houte to the Nabob’s palace was 

Tined on both fides with the company’s troops, confilting of a detach- 

ment of the artillery, with four field-pieces, a company of European 

grenadiers, and two battalions of fea-poys, who received the proceffion 
with prefented arms, drums beating, colours flying, and the officers fa- 
luting Major General Sir He€tor Munro as he patted. 

At the firft gate leading to the palace, he was met by the young 
Prince Seyful Mulk, the Nabob’s third fon; and at-the inner gate he 
was received by the two Princes Omdat ul Omrah, and Ameer ul Om- 
rah, the Nabob’s two eldeft fons, who conducted him to the palace- 
gate, where his Highnefs waited for him; and, embracing him, led 
him to the, Durbar. His Highnefs’s Secretary, placing his Majetty’s 
Order, and the Enfigns of the Order of the Bath, near the Mufnud, 
the Nabob, accompanied by the two princes and Sir'Thomas Rumbold, 
led Sir Hector Munro to a private apartment, where he prefented hi: 
with a Star made of diamonds, which was attached to the left breaft of 
the Major General's uniform, of which he requefted his acceptance, as 
a moft honourable mark of refpect to his Majeity, and friendibip to 
himielf. His Highnefs then lefe him with the two princes; and re- 
turning to the Durbar, refumed the Mufnad as his Maje(ty’s reprefen- 
tative, on which his Majelty's thips the Rippon, Afia, Coventry, and 
Sartine, faluted the Sovereign with twenty-one guns each, as did alfo 
the fort, and the Eaft India thips in the road. 

_ His Highnefs then delivered to his Secretary his Majefty’s order for 
invefting Sir Heétor Munro with the Mott Honourable Order of the 
Bath, which was read by him to an immenfe number of people; the 
officers of his Mlajetty’s navy, the Governor, Council, and almoft all 
the gentlemen of the fe:tlement, both civil and military, attending. 

‘Then Sir Hector, fupported by the two Young Princes, coming in 
full view of the Mufnud, where the Nabob was feated as his Majetly's 
reprefentative, with. all ‘his Khans and Officer's of State about him; 
they made a low reverence to the Sovereign; then, coming to the mid- 

dle of the Durbar, they made another ; and, on advancing to the Mut. 
evd, a third, Sir Hettor-then prefented the Nabob with twenty-one 

gold mohurs, as a nazur,. according to the euftom: of the eaft. His 

Mighnefs then riling from the Mutivud, direéted the Knight Ele to 

kneel, and taking the ribbon in his hand, he put it over Sir Heétor’s 
head, exprefling himfelf at the fame time, tn Perfian, to the follow- 
ing effect :

** Senfible of the hich honour conferred on mé by the King my ma- 
fter, I receive, with a heart fall of gratitwle, this mark of Royal.fa- 
your. And I haye the additional fatisfaftion of receiviag this Honour- 
able and Military badge from the hands of your Highnets, whoie long 
and fteady attachment to his Majefty, to the Britith nation in general, 
and to the Eaft India Company in particular, is well known. Permit 
me to aflure your HighnefS, that an exact account of the particular at~ 
tention and refpeét, with which you have treated the Royal commitfion 
on this occafion, fhall be faithfully tranfmitted to Europe for his Ma- 
jefty’s information.” 

The fort then, by order of Sir Thomas Rumbold, faluted Sir Hee- 
tor Munro with feventeen guns. 

The ceremony being ended, his Highnef$ conduéted Sir HeQor Mun- 
ro back to the Palace .gate; from whence he was attended by the two 
Princes Omdat Ul! Omrah and Ameer Ul Omrah to the entrance of the 
Palace, where they took leave of him. 

Sir Heétor afterwards fub{erided the following oath in prefence of the 
Governor and the Coun{ellors of Fort St George: ‘1 He¢tor Munro, 
* Knight, do promife to obferve the ftatutes of the Moit Honourable 
“© Order of the Bath, in every point and particular.” 

In the evening, the Nabob gave a moit {plendid ball to all the ladies 
and gentlemen of the fettlement, at one of his houfes on Chouliry 
Plain. “The gardens were iduminated with lamps innumerable ; and 
difpofed fo much to advantage, as to. have the molt elegant and plea- 
fing effeét. His Highnefs, attended by the young Princes his fons, 
and his Odicers of State, came tothe ball about feven ; on whieh there 
were difplayed a great variety of moft magnificent fire-works, which 
lafted till between 8 and 9, whea his Highnefs retired. About ten an 
legant fupper was given to above three hundred people ; after which, 
the company, returning to the ball room, continued to dance till near 
two o'clock. 

The elegance that appeared through the entertainment, added to the 
great propriety with whicli every thing was conducted, gave the great- 
eft fatisfaétion to every perfon prefent.

This 
veflel brings letters froma French officer (the head engineer 
in Charleftown) to an officer in Breft, which defcribes the 
works thrown up in and near Charleftown as remarkably 
ftrong, and that if well defended (which the writer had no 
doubt they would be) could not fail to fecure the town a- 
gainft a much larger army than that of Clinton's. The A- 
merican force inand near thetown, is between 10 and 11,000 
men, for fince General Gates’s arrival with 2,500 regulars 
from the continental northern army, 3000 militia from the 
back countries of North Carolina and Virginia had got into 
town, and the activity of the neighbouring fates were fuch, 
that 550 men under Col. Howe, of the North Carolina re- 
gulars, made a forced march of 120 miles in 48 hours. 

Colonel Norton, who behaved fo gallantly aud was woun- 
ded in the late fkirmifhing expedition in America, isa fon td 
the Speaker of the Houfe of Commons. 

Foreign letters’ mention the zoth of March as being the 
day on ‘which Charleftown was ftormed; if fo, the thips 
mutt have been of effential fervice for reducing the place a- 
greement to Sir Henry Clinton’s expectations. The 2oth 
of March was the day of the full moon, and confequently 
of the higheft fpring tide; fo that all the thips of Admiral 
Arbuthnot’s fquadron could, on that day, warp up clofe to 
thé town.
